THE STANDARD PRAISES GLADSTONE FOR 
HIS HOME-RUL SCHEME. 


The Moderate and Advanced Liberals Severely 
Tested by the Home-Rule Question—A 
Ghastly London Mystery—The Ministerial 
Crisis in France—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, December 26.—When Gladstone’s 
appeal for home rule first appeared the Daily 
News declared, editorially, that it attached no 
importance to such rumors, and expressed the 
belief that Gladstone had said nothing beyond 
his utterances at Midlothian. To-day 
an editorial in the News contains 
the following passage: An Trish 
Parliament strictly limited to 
legislation on purely Irish questions, and to 
legislation on them in conformity with the 
fundamental principles on which the policy of 
the United Kingdom is based, would, in our 
belief, be the beginning of pacification, and is 
the essential condition of it. This sentence 
in the organ of the liberal party shows 
how completely Gladstone’s action 
has changed the aspect of the Irish 
question and is, in itself, a sufficient refutation 
of the doubts it professes on the subject. The 
Standard, Tory, has a passage of the same 
meaning. Gladstone, it says, has done 
more for home rule in a week than Parnell 
and his agents have done in their years of 
toil.’’ Itsuggeste that the Irish Nationalist

IRISH-AMERICAN MOVEMENTS. 

Christmas, of course, throws a cheerful veil 
over the political warfare, but itis quite cer- 
tain that the hearts of the moderate, and even 
advanced Liberals throughut the country, are 
being severely tested by the home rule ques- 
tion. I have been surprised to find 
how deeply the recent Irish manifesto 
has embittered provincial Liberals against 
Parnell. They abstain carefully from stating 
their own exact attitude, but express their be- 
lief that Gladstone will have much difficulty in 
carrying his party. The Spectator summa- 
rizes the situation as regards the Irish 
lands as recently formulated by 
K O'Connor, in the Times, as 
follows. ‘‘Ireland istodo as she likes, pay 
nothing and be protected by British fleets and 
armies. Why not require also that English- 
men should gratutiously reap the Irish crops?’’ 
Allthese elements of discord point to one 
thing viz: The Irish question will not be de- 
cided withouta directappeal tothe country.

WASHINGTON, December A. One of the most 
important committees to be organized by Mr.

It is estimated by those who have exa- 
mined the question that over $90,000,000 will 
be due the Government from the Pacific Rail- 
roads at the time of the maturity of the bonds 
guaranteed by the Government, Charles 
Francis Adams has professed great willingness 
upon the part ot the present management of 
the road to do their best to satisfy their enor- 
mous indebtedness to the Government. He 
has held, however, that the close and rigid 
following of the Thurman act without any ad- 
ditional legislation, would simply force 
the Government to become the purchaser 
of the road and in that case a great loss 
uld follow, as the Government has only a 
— mortgage, and would have to satisfy 
the first mortgage holders before it could ac- 
uire possession. There has been 3 
ling developed in Congress during the las 
year ut Ine indebtedness of the Pacific 
railroads in better shape. It is understood that 
the House Pacific Railroads Committee will be 
made up of members who favor refunding the 
entire indebtedness of the Pacific roads ina 
1 6 per cent bond, which, with the 
semi-annual payment of the prince will 
wipe out the entire indebtedness at the end of 
that time. The only objection to this 
scheme comes from people who place 
no faith in the pledges ot the 
Pacific railroads. They assert that the 
roads have never lived up to their agreements 
with the Government in the past, and that 
there would be no reason to imhgine why they 
would in the future. The answer to this has 
been the suggestion that it would be easy to 
arrange the new legislation so as to provide 
that in case of failure to fulfill a new agree- 
ment, the Government could revert to the 
Thurman act. The latter law will not be re 
pealed, and the supplemental legislation pro- 
posed will be for the purpose of making a 
more practical security for the indebtedness 
of the roads to the Government.

THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

By its refusal to consider the proposition 
of the St. Louis Gas Company, the House 
of Delegates has placed itself in an awk- 
ward position. It had, with great haste 
and unanimity, passed a bill which prom- 
‘ised gas consumers that they would have 
gas at $1 25 in 1890, but which compelled 
them to pay $250 until then. This was the 
best proposition St. Louis had ever had, 
‘and no fault could be found with their 
action. But the result of this was that, at 
last, the city obtained from the St. Louis 
Gas Company a proposition which was 
much better. It gave us gas after 1890 at 
$1 25, and reduced the price in the interval 
to $1 50, 

The net cash value of the difference be- 
tween the two propositions is about a 
million anda half, and yet the House of 
Delegates of St. Louis not only accepts the 
first proposition, but absolutely refuses to 
listen to the better offer. It would not 
permit it tobe mentioned, and rather than 
suffer the bid to be reoeived it broke up 
all public business and scattered, as if in 
terror. 

There is no use in mincing words about 
the matter. No bluster or bulldozing on 
the partof the Delegates will impose on 
the public, The thin pretext that they 
want gas now at $125 is an afterthought 
that deceives nobody. After having 
passed the Water Gas bill unanimously, 
as a satisfactory bill, they have estopped 
themselves from arguing that the St. 
Louis Company’s bill is not satisfactory. 
They have laid themselves open to the 
gravest suspicions, and there is only one 
way in which they can extricate them- 
selves from their very unfortunate posi- 
tion, and that is by regaining control of 
their own actions and complying with the 
universal desire of the citizens in accept- 
ing the proposition of the St. Louis Com- 


pany. 


THE KEILEY OASE IN ENGLAND. 

The controversy arising out of the 
rejection of Mr. KEImEY by Austria 
has, at least, served the pur- 
pose of bringing to light facts and 
precedents in diplomatic usage that may 
be of future use in avoiding similar 
unpleasant incidents. Sentiment in Lon- 
don does not uphold Count KaLNoxy in 
his declaration that a Government is not 
expected to give reasons in refusing to 
recsive an embassador. It has coma to 
light that England makes a practice 
of insisting on reasons when her 
ministers and agents are not received 
by other governments; as when the Rus- 
sian Government refused to receive Sir 
STRATFORD CANNING, in 1832, In this case 
the English Government permitted the 
place to remain vacant for two years. 
But whatever view of the question is 
adopted, the position of Austria in the 
KEILEY incident is weak and inexcusable. 
If it be held that the Austrian Govern- 
ment was not compelled to assign reasons 
in refusing to receive Mr. KEILEY, it can 
not be maintained that the American Gov- 
ernment could afford to ignore such 
reasons as Austria saw proper to volun- 
teer. The final attitude of the unpleasant 
matter was such that it had tobe dis- 
cussed without reference to the fitness of 
Mr. KILEY or the original blunder of 
Mr. BAYARD.

A THEORY OF THE UNIVERSE. 

Mr. J. G. KONVALINKA, whose address 
is Astoria Post Office, Long Island City, 
New York, has circulated a pamphlet en- 
titled, ‘‘The Origin and Physical Devel- 
opment of the Universe.’’ The author 
has the liberality characteristio of great 
minds and permits editors to reprint his 
work ‘‘verbally as it is, or in extracts, or 
with such modifications as might appear 
proper. He also freely consents to edi- 
torial mention of the production. 

Here is the opening sentence: ‘‘How 
remarkable are the natural laws of the 
gases!“ The people of St. Louis, espeo- 
sally the members of the City Council and 
the House of Delegates, cheerfully accept 
the truth thus vigorously stated; but here 
is something not quiteso plausible: ‘‘The 
gaseous state approaches most nearly the 
simplest condition in which matter can 
exist in nature.’’ This is the popular 
view, but if Mn. KONVALIVKA were a St. 
Louis man he would doubtless conclude 
that the gaseous state“ is the most va- 
riously complicated state in which matters 
especially public matters—can exist. 
His belief that gas is ‘‘exceedingly rare“ 
is probably based on the exorbitant price 
charged by gas companies. 

It is here contended that the heavenly 
bodies were slowly formed from cosmic 


vapor, and that the original barren sur-. 


face of the earth contained nothing to 
support animal or vegetable life till the 
necessary material was gradually depos- 
ited upon it by the oscillating tails of pass- 
ing comets. What this view lacks in 
astronomical orthogoxy, it makes up in 
courageous novelty and freshness. It is 
further stated that heat is the source of 
life. The acute sympathy between heat

His method has one trifling irreg- 
ularity that should be noted; he first 
plants himself on his conclusions and then 
fishes around for postulates and premises, 
But for this slight defect, noticeable in his 
observations on the subject of gas, his sys- 
tem of demonstration would be irresistible.

JOHNSON'S REPORT, 

As Pacific Railroad Commissioner, Gen- 
eral Jos JOHNTSON has recommended the 
passage of the pending bill to give the Pa- 
cific roads sixty years more time in which 
to pay the $105,000,000 they now owe to the 
United States Government, The plea is 
that they are too poor to pay the money 
any sooner, 

Under that same plea they have permit- 
ted the Government to pay the interest on 
the bonds lent them until the original debt 
is now nearly doubled. While they were 
too poor to pay the interest, they were not 
too poor to pay the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company an unlawful subsidy of about 
$1,000,000 a year for not outting under their 
rates between New York and San Fran- 


oisco. The Central Pacific made money 


so fast that its managers and principal 
owners now control over 9,000 miles of 
transportation. They have built and now 
own free from any United States lien a 
new railroad from San Francisco to New 
Orleans. They did this with the earnings 
and the credit of the Central Pacific 
while it was too poor to pay the 
interest on its Government loan. And just 
look at the lines built and acquired 
by the Union Pacific, while it was too poor 
to pay the interest on its Government 
loan! At this very time, when itis pleading 
ein forma pauperis’’ for a sixty-year ex- 
tension of that loan at 4 per cent, ten 
years before it is due, the Union Pacific is 
building 40 miles of road from North Loup 
to Loup City, 22 miles of road from Marys- 
ville to Garrison, 0 miles of road from 
Denver to Boulder, 3% miles of road from 
Lincoln, Neb., to Salina, Kan., and other 
branches and extensions amounting to 
some 200 miles more, 

The proposition to extend the indebted- 
ness of those Pacific roads sixty years at 4 
per cent is simply a proposition to lend 
them twice the amount of the original 
loan, at a lower rate of interest and for 
twice as long a time, to be used, as the 
original loan was, in extending their lines, 
in fortifying their powers of corruption 
and extortion, and in aggrandizing mo- 
nopolies already so gigantic that they 
walk over public policy and private rights 
Uke ANAKIM trampling the people as grass- 
hoppers beneath their feet. Count the 
judgeships, the seats in Congress, the 
State governments they own and control 
to-day, and tell us who shall dare to say 
them nay in sixty years more if we grant 
them this loan?

BISMARCK. 

The cohesion of the German Empire as 
at present constituted, cannot be fairly 
tested till after BrsMaRCK’S death. The 
scheme of German confederation was 
designed and executed by him, and the 
harmonious integrity of the Empire has 
been maintained by his unerring sagacity 
and iron will. His marvelous personality 
pervades and dominates the management 
of public affairs and is the determining 
influence in shaping the national policy. 
There have been mutterings of discontent 
and ominous signs of future domestic 
trouble; but thus far BIisMARCK’s influence 
has been sufficient to suppress all violent 
manifestation of discontent and to prolong 
internal harmony. More than once Bis- 
MARCK has confronted and defied the Reich- 
stag, the Imperial Parliament of the con- 
federated Empire, and he has never failed 
to carry his point. But when Bismarck 
dies, there will be needed a severe re- 
adjustment of affairs, and, perhaps, a new 
imperial policy. Certainly no successor 
could fill his position and maintain his 
attitude unless equipped with his phenom- 
enal attributes; and no living German has 
such qualifications. The German Empire 
without Bismarck will be one of the troub- 
lous problems of the future.

M. Lancereaux has presented before the 
Academie de Medicine (session of November 
17, 1885) an analysis of the ‘‘alooholic’’ cases 
at present in the hospitals and shows that 
they come chiefly from tha departments in 
which wine is not produced, He would ar- 
range the alcoholic beverages in the following 
order of increasing toxicity: Cider, beer, 
wine, the liquors derived from grain, from 
potatoes and from beet root. 

He proposes the national adoption of the 
following measures: 

1. Abosolate liberty in the sale of cider, 
beer and wine, on condition that they are of 
good quality and unadulterated. 

2. Government supervision of the manufact- 
ure of spirits of all kiuds and the granting of 
prizes for methods of diminishing their i- 
effects. 

8, The imposition of the highest practicable 
tax upon spiritous drinks and an insistance 
upon both good moral character and a severe 
license in the case of liquor dealers. 

4. The punishment of those found ina state 
of intoxication, and the establishment of 
refuges for those who cannot refrain from the 
abuse of strong liquors.

ART GOSSIp. 


How to tell a good picture is a question that 
troubles a great many who are desirous of in- 
vesting their money in a really worthy piece of 
‘art. It is the practice of many who buy pic- 
tures to confine their inspection of the canvas 
entirely to that part of it on which is written 
the artist’s name. That is to say, that instead 
of buying a picture for the art that is in it they 
buy it for the name of its creator. In nine 
cases out of ten the buyer who purchases on a 
name gets a ‘‘pot-boiler,’’ a picture not nearly 
as worthy as a more modest companion 
by an artist with an unfamiliar 
name. To all who have to 


inform themselves on the subject, it may be 
said that there is a simple yet iretaiilble teat of 
an artist’s knowledge ofart. This is no other 
than dy the law of values; a vague, <a 
term to most people, in which, with drawin 
hang all the laws and gospel of ‘painting, wi 
out which no work can stand. If one under 
stands this law he is possessed of ace 
test whereby he can determine at a glance the 
worth ofa picture. To those who are puzzled 
by the term ‘‘values,’’ the explanation of it is 
recommended in Fromentin’s work, The 
Old Masters of Holland and Belgtom „in ane 
chapter on Terburg, Metsu De Hoog 
the Louvre.’’

NEW STRUCTURES COSTING OVER SEVEN 
AND A HALF MILLIONS ERECTED IN 1885. 


March the Banner Month, with Over a Million 
Outlaid in Brick and Mortar—The Year’s Op- 
erations in Bulk and by the Month—List of 
Buildings Costing $10,000 and Over—A Mag 
nificent Showing. 


The volume of building accomplished during 
the year was very large, as will be seen by the 
figures below, which have been compiled from 
the records in the office of the Commissioner 
of Public Buildings, Kledus, and are calculated 
to the 24th of December. An epitome of the 
figures by months shows the following results: 


The above estimate does not include the 
frame buildings for which 611 permits were 
granted, these buildings representing a value 
of about $750,000, making the total number of

BRYANT AND HIS FRIENDS, Some Remryes- 
CENSES OF THE KKICKERBOCKER WRITERS, by 
James Grant Wilson, New York: Fords, Howard & 
Hulbert, 1886. 12 mo., cloth, iHustrated, $2. 

The present volume,’’remarks the author 
in the preface, ‘‘might perhaps properly be 
called ‘Some Literary Recollections,’ for it 
has been the writer’s peculiar privilege to have 
enjoyed more or less intimacy with all the ‘old 
guard’ of American authors. All but one of 
these have joined Cooper and Irving and 
Bryant, having deserted the ranks of those De 
Quincy described as the not inconsiderable 
class of men who have not the advantage of 
being dead. 

Something over one -third of the volume is 
devoted to the life and work of Bryant, after 
which follows biographical chapters on Jas. 
K. Paulding, Washington Irving, Richard Hy 
Dana, James Fen, Cooper Fitz-Greene Halleck, 
Jas. Rodman Drake, Nat Parker Welles, Ed- 
gar A. Poe, Bayard Taylor and an exhaustive 
chapter on Knickerbocker literature, in which 
alarge number of the prominent writers of 
American literature are briefly sketched, in- 
cluding the late lamented Richard Grant 
White. The work is ornamented by three 
steel engravings of Bryant, Paulding and Hal- 
leck, and by a number of MSS. fac simile auto- 
graphs, most of which, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, go far to disprove the popular fallacy 
that literary people invariably write badly. 


Owing to his personal intimacy, with the 
subjects, Gen. Wilson has been able to pre- 
sent to the world a lar amount of literary 
and personal matter (what we might describe 
as scrap-book matter) that has never before 
been published—odd bits of literary gossip, 
personal 1 romance, anecdote reminis- 
cence, and all those miscellaneous details of 
the lives of men that possess such an 
attraction for the world’s hero worshipers. 
William Cullen Bryant came of a rhyming 
family. The poet's surviving brother once re- 
marked to the writer: ‘‘We were all addicted 
more or less to the profitable business of rhym- 
ing. William, it appears, however, was 
intended to fill a different sphere. 
It was the dream of his father’s life to educate 
a child forhis own and his father’s loved 
profession, and soit came to pass that his 
second son was named after one of the at 
Scottish medical lights of that era—William 
Cullen, an eminent dinburgh physician. ‘‘The 
child, however, was frail,’’ remarks his bi- 
ographer, ‘‘and his head was deemed too 
large for his body, which fact so disturbed the 
worthy doctor, that, unable to find in his 
books any remedy for excessive cerebral de- 
velopment he decided upona remedy of his 
own, and directed thatthe child should be 
ly ducked in an adjoining spring of clear, 
cold water. Two of Dr. Bryant s medical stu- 
dents were deputed to carry the child from his 
bed each morning and to immerse him and his 
immense head.’’ After awhile, the reader 
will be glad tolearn this severe receipt for 
— nature in the way she sho go 
proved effectual, and was discontinued. 

Mr. Bryant has himself related the story of 
his boyhood in the St. Nicholas Magazine for 
December, 1876, and readers who wish to learn 
all the — 1 1 should procure that 
— num of the popular child -jour- 


No American — has equaled Bryant in 
early poetic development. At the age of 9 he 
composed tolerab clever verses and four 
ears later we found him writing The Em- 
argo,’’ a political as well as poetical satire 
upon the Jeffersonian party of that day. This 
poem attracted public attention on the ques- 
tion as to whether a boy of 19 could have 
written sucha poem. The work is remarka- 
ble as having manifested at that early age a 
political order of mind, which continued to 
develop in an equal ratio with his political 
822 through life. One ot the loveliest of 

is shorter poems, indeed, we may say, one 
of the loveliest of any short poems, was writ- 
ten after he made the acquaintance of Miss 
Frances Fairchild, who afterwards became his 
wife, in 1821, and for more than twenty years 
was ‘‘The Good Angel of His Life.’’

The history of our great poet’s literary life, 
and sad though honored death is too well re- 
membered by all to require recapitulation 
here. In April, 1867, Mr. Bryant expressed a 
wish to Gen. Wilson that he might not survive 
the loss of his mental faculties like Southey, 
Scott, Wilson, Lockhart and the Ettrick Shep- 
herd, who all suffered from softening of the 
brain.

Socialism in Germany. 
From the London Times. 


In Berlin itself there is no sensible de- 
cline from the extraordinary height 
reached by the Social-Democratic move- 
ment at the time of the general elections 
last autumn, and the seeds then sown con- 
tinue to grow with luxuriant growth. 
Within the last year-the police have had 
to dissolve meetings and issue interdicts 
in 175 cases. On several occasions violent 
resistance was offered, and the numerous 
strikes which have lately occurred in the 
Capital are in agreat measure traceable to 
the influence acquired by the Social-Dem- 
ocrats in trades unions and other work- 
ingmen’s societies. To the initiative of 
these clubs also are due the country excur- 
sions which degenerated into disorderly 
demonstrations, marked by a display of 
red flags and flowers, as well as by the 
singing of the ‘‘Marseillaise of Labor, 
and other forbidden canticles. The Rebel, 
a violent print published monthly in Lon- 
don, also finds its way in considerable 
numbers to Berlin. 

In Hamburg and Altona, which are still 
under the minor state of seige, there has 
been no preceptible diminution of the 
Social-Democratic movement, which is 
guided by an administrative organization 
that deties the detective power of the po- 
lice, and here the doctrines of the Social- 
Democrat fall upon fertile ground. 

It is the same at Leipsic, where the arbi- 
trary police powers conferred by the minor 
state of siege clause cannot yet be dis- 
pensed with.

One afternoon we went a most interest:

must be truly detestable for the poor wo- 
men — in it. Pass bed amasing 
heaps of old egg-shells for which even the 
Chinese seem to have as yet found no use) 
we reached the hatching house, in which 
many thousands of s are being gradu- 
ally warmed in great kets filled up with 
heated chaff, and placed on shelves of very 
open basket work, which are arranged in 
tiers all around the walls, while 
on the ground Pp earth- 
enware stoves full of burning char- 
coal. Here the eggs are kept for a whole 
— * night, the position of the baskets 
with reference to the stoves being contin- 
ually changed by attendants, who reserve 
their apparel for use in a cooler atmos- 
here! After this MA heating 
eggs are removed to other baskets in 
another heated room, to which they are 
dexterously carried in cloths, each con- 
taining about fifty eggs. No one but a 
neat-handed Chinaman could carry such 
a burden without a breakage! Here the 
eggs remain for about a fortnight, each 
egg being frequently moved from place 
to place to 1 e their share of 
hea . After they are taken to # 
third room, where they are n 
wide shelves and covered with sheets of 
thick, warm cotton; at the end of another 
fortnight hundreds of little ducklings sim- 
ultaneously break their shells, and b 
evening perhaps a couple of thousand 
fluffy little beauties are launched into life 
and are forthwith fed with rice water. 
Duck farmers (who know precisely when 
each gress hatching is due) are in attend- 
ance to buy so many hundreds of these 
oe infants, whom they carry off to 
eir respective farms, where there are al- 
ready an immense number of ducks and 
eese of different ages, allin separate lots. 
e geese, by the hig are not hatched

As to 
the baby ducks, they are fed on 
boiled rice, and after awhile are 
moted to bran, maggots and other deli- 
cacies, till the day comes when the owners 
of the duck boats come to purchase the 
half-grown birds and commence the pro- 
cess of letting them fatten themselves as 
aforesaid. This continues till they are 
ready for the market and are either sold 
for immediate consumption or bought 
wholesale by the provision dealers, who 
split, salt, and then them in the sun.
